There were Belling-Lee connectors in various places 
which is not what you expect in high quality gear. The one I saw had been "worked 
on" by a previous owner so would have needed quite a bit of effort to get going.

Do I remember right that the UHF frequency was twice 121.5 or 243 mc? 


I used to have a little survival radio that operated on 121.5. No, I never fired 
it up, mainly because the world (and possibly satellites) is carpeted with very 
sensitive receivers, always on, that would have heard the signal. It had two modes 
if I remember right - beacon (a raucous noise) and talk/listen. It had 
subminiature tubes, and I never had the needed battery pack. 


No doubt 121.5 guard channel is still alive and well.

121.25 MHz is the test frequency for ELTs (Electronic Location Transmitters). 
Any modern ELT uses 406 MHz. 


Very familiar with the ?fweee, fweee, fweee? of a 121.5 MHz ELT, my first employer 
(then Proteon Associates) did a lot of design and consulting work on the 406 MHz 
ELT system. So I?d hear them running on 121.25 MHz from the receiver in the lab. 
Early 406 MHz ELTs used super-stable oscillators, and non-geosynchronous 
satellites would use doppler shift to triangulate their location. Now all 406 MHz 
ELTs have GPS, and include their location in the digital alarm messages they send 
to the satellites. So frequency accuracy is not as critical. 


Proteon?s work was how to get crystal oven frequency stability without a crystal 
oven, which would drain 4 D cell batteries real fast. The crystal was in a heat 
sink with a thermistor, and had been individually calibrated over temperature. 
The thermistor would control a VCO (via a lookup table for that crystal in EPROM) 
that was mixed with the crystal to get the precise 4Q6MHz carrier.
